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DETAILED ACTION 

The instant application 10/534,541 is presented for examination by the examiner. 
Claims 1,3-5, 15, 17-20, 23, and 24 are pending. Claims 7-10, 12, 14, 21, 22, and 25 
are canceled. 



Response to Amendment 

The present claim amendments overcome the previous 35 USC 103 rejection by 
canceling those claims. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art taken singularly or in obvious combinations fails to teach 
"generating means for generating information-for-authentication using at least the 
allocated address; a ticket issuing means for issuing a ticket containing the allocated 
address, the key information [representing a public key of the user terminal] which is 
received from the user terminal and the information-for-authentication" in conjunction 
with all of the required features of claim 1 . 

Independent claims 15 and 23 similarly require "a session establishing means for 
establishing a session with a user terminal in response to a reception of a session 
establishment request packet containing a ticket from the user terminal, said ticket 
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containing an address allocated by the authentication server to the user terminal, a key 
information representing a public key of the user terminal and information-for- 
authentication generated by the authentication server using at least the allocated 
address". The prior art taken singularly or in obvious combinations fails to teach this 
feature in conjunction with all of the other claim limitations. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-5, 15, 17-20, 23, and 24 are allowed.
